POWER HOUSE MANAGEMENT. 


isditor Bulletin: 

Sir.—Permit me to reply to certain 
of the arguments put forward by Mr. 
R. H. Morris in your issue of this 
norning.. 1 call his statements “argu- 
ments” by courtesy. 

Mr. Morris uses many 
phrases about “economic principle, 
modern scientific rate schedule," etc., 
sut these only obscure the real issue 
At the present time Mr, Ormsby takes 
no chance on the price which he jxiys 
tor power, It is supplied to him at an 
.bsolately fixed rate and all that he 
has to do is to sell it to the consum- 
ers to the best advantage. He has 
every opportunity to make a “modern 
scientific rate schedule,” and the citi- 
zens hope that when he does so, he 
will cease to insist on a profit of fifty 
per cent. on the current he handles. 

Mr. Morris talks of eliminating the 


beautiful 


“middleman.” Who is the middle- 
man’? The superintendent who pro- 
duces, or the superintendent who 


stands between the producer and the 
consume and rakes off a profit of 
$100,000 a year by refusing to re- 
duce rates, 

Arguments relating 
tor’ would have more weight 
were put forward by someone who 
Knows more about the subject than 
Mr. Morris does. Can Mr. Morris 
show that the load factor has been 
improved in the slightest degree? The 
addition of a few extra motors to the 
sysicn:s would make no difference at 
all, as the street railway load and the 
waterworks requirements abeolutely 
swamp all other motor load in such a 
city as this, 

While neither Mr. Morris nor any- 
hody elee can prove any appreciable 
impsovement in the load factor, Mr. 
Varsons on the other hand can, and 
his snown enormous reductions in 
the cost of producing power. From 
the unusual report of the city for las! 
year to 1.28 cents per k.w.h, for the 
enal alone was reduced from 1.58 cents 
rer k.w.h. for the first half of the 
year to .128 cents per k.w.h, for the 
last half of the year.
